1. This action is response to communications: application, filed 05/01/2002; amendment 
filed 07/21/2006. Claims 1-7 are pending; claims 1 and 5 are amended; claims 6-7 are added 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be 
found in a prior Office action. 

3. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Zicker (U.S. 
5,995,833) 

4. The rationale of the rejections previously presented in the last Office Action is hereby 
incorporated in the previous rejections under 35 USC § 102 for the case is retained. Please see 
the previous rejections sent out on (04/21/2006) for details 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments filed 07/21/2006 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

6. Regarding to applicant's arguments v^ith respect to the Zicker does not teach a mobile 
network system comprising on-board network and a router. The arguments are not persuasive, 

Referring to page 12, lines 10-20 in the specification, applicant describes an on-board 
network system comprises a router to which a server and several network stations are connected: 
In analogous art, Zicker discloses "a network of cellular conmiunication system" which is 
equivalent to "a mobile network system" supports communications between "a miniature cellular 
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environment" which is equivalent to "on-board network system" and base stations. The 
miniature includes "a controller includes a switch fabric" which shares functionality "router" 
which establishes/ and controls communications between "a land stations" which is equivalent to 
"network stations" and "an air-to-ground system" which is equivalent to "a server:" (column 4, 
lines 1-67; column 5, lines 1-54) 

7. Regarding applicant's argument with respect to the Zicker's switching circuit is not as 
router is not persuasive, the switch shares functionality with the router, see (Micorsoft Computer 
Dictionary, fifth Edition, page 505) 

Claim rejections-35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action:

Resardins to claims 6 and 7: 

Zicker discloses a method as discuss in claims 1 and 5, those further include router 
adapted to route packetized information between a least one server, at least one access point and 
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at least one workstation: zicker discloses "controller" which share functionality with "router" 
which establishes/ and controls communications between "a land station" which is equivalent to 
"an access point," "an air-to-ground system" which is equivalent to "a server" and "subscriber- 
provided radiotelephones" those are equivalent to "workstations:" (column 4, lines 1-67; column 
5, lines 1-54)
